They said that the 
property was bought by the elty and 
would be pafd for after certain deben- 
{ures were sold. “We Wwom'l gel any- 
thing done until we get a new sel of 
commissioners in,’? 

“We haye all been preaching this 
sermon; in fact, it Is a Joke,” said Ald- 
erman Tiplon, “‘l haye been in the 
council now for six years and this has 
been the most disgusting thing that I 
have ever had'to do with. Every year 
this matter has been referred to the 
publie works committee. These men 
are not paupers, they are men with 
respectable families who have built 
comfortable homes on this street, and 
ft is practically impossible for them 
to get in fuel°and groceries. I have 

reached from this same text for the 
ast four years. The best we have 
had has been promises from the com- 
missioners, but neyer anything done." 

Alderman: Livingstone characterized 
{tas a disgrace and stated that If the 
commissioners wouldn't act the coun- 
cil would be forced to act.

ft is not-always true that the trunk 
sewers are constructed deep under the 
surface and without the residents in 
the vieinily knowing what is going on, 
This was demonstrated at the council 
meeting last night when J. Bafley 
Powell appeared-to lay before the al- 


dermen a very serious grievance. By 
using heavy explosives, the sewer 
contvactors’ on’;Spruce avenue, he 


claimed, are responsible for very ser- 
Jous damages done to his ‘new: brick 
Dlock at Kirkness and Spruce, As a 
result. of these explosions it was found 
necessary to make excavations outside 
the cement foundations of tho 
building and put in heavy cement and 
fjron reinforcements , to prevent the 
walls and: the corner of the building 
from falling into the street. 

The aldermen were divided {n their 
views as to the best way of dealing 
with this problem.

The new power house scheme got 
another. setback at the councll meet- 
ing last night, when Alderman Tipton 
moved and Alderman Livingstone sec- 
onded-the motion that a report from 
the commissioners, urging that this 
work be authorized at once, be laid on 
the table until’a comprehensive power 
report now being prepared by a special 
power commiltec is presented to the 
council, All- the aldermen © present 
voted in favor of the motion with the 
exception of Alderman East, who had 
moved that the commissioners’ report 
be adopted and that they be instructed 
fo have the — superintendent of the 
power house proceed at once with the 
plans. Alderman ‘Driscoll seconded 
this motion, but later withdrew his 
second when he learned: that a special 
report on power was being prepared. 

In speaking to his motion Alderman 
East stated that the authorization of 
{his work would not mean the expen- 
diture. of any monoy: in the present 
year, but such action was absolutely 
necessary jf the plant Is to be in shape 
for supplying the 41914 ‘demands for 
power from: the various. departments, 
as it would-be impossible ‘to get the 
machinery in. mucli less than one year 
from the time the contracts aro award- 
ed, 


Recalled by East. 

Alderman East also called the alten- 
tion, of. the council to the fact that 
some weeks ago this matter was laid 
onthe, table. pending .a-.report, from 
the commissioners as to what steps 
might be taken in case.of a flood. 

“Alderman ‘Walsh “apparently. forgot 
allabout this and’ stated that there was 
no reference made to a flood and that 
this:was not the reason’ for tabling the 
question at the former mecting, 

Alderman East: asked Acting Mayor 
Smith if-he had not: suggested that the 
report ie on: the -tablé: until-a report 
on the possibilities.of a flood be re- 
ceived from the’ commissioners.

Ottawa, July 16.—That Great. Bri- 
tain !s being flooded with a mass/of 
misleading Information by publicity 
bureaus, employers’ associations, build- 
ers exchanges and others in Canada, 
with the result that the labor market of 
this country Is flooded to the extent 
that every important city has ils quota 
of unemployed, and that the object of 
this special campalgn is to aftract 
tradesmen and laborers and to lower 
Wages and lengthen the hours of work 
are charges set forth in a strongly 
worded pamphlet just prepared by the 
Trades and Labor congress of Canada. 

The message is being sent broad- 
oast to the unions of Britain and the 
continent as a warning to stem the tide 
of workinen being sent over here un- 
der what are alleged to be false pre- 
tenoes, 

The warning is signed by J. C. Wal- 
ters, Ottawa, president of the eee 
Fred Bancroft, Toronto, vice president, 
and P, M. Draper, Ottawa, secretary, - 

“In vaddressing. this appeal to the 
workers in Britain,’ the megsage reads, 
“The trades and Jabor congress of Can- 
ada wishes to draw. attention to the 
fact that this !s not the first official 
warning regarding Industrial conditions. 
Inthe winter of 1907-08 and the win- 
er of 1908-09 the congress sent a 
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special agent to Britain to personally 

refute the misrepresentation which was 

everywhere rife regarding Canada, 
Flood Is Checked. 

“For over two years on account of 
this message and the- imposition of 
restrictions which proved to be neces- 
sary In order to prevent the wholesale 
‘dumping’ of penniless emigrants by 
profit-seeking sooleties, the flood was 
to some extent checked and’ {its con- 
stituent elements changed in charaote;. 
Gradually, however, the old system of 
‘boosting’ and advertising has again be- 
come established, the publicity bureaus 
of the corporations have adopted more 
thorough methods, and Britain is flood- 
ed today with a mass of advertising in 
regard to Canada which forces itself 
on the public notice from almost every 
paper In the land—not excepting even 
the labor press. 

“The result of this has been a huge 
Increase din the: stream of immigration 
Which hag flooded the labor market of 
every city in Canada and especially the 
western ‘cities to such an extent that 
every cily of any size las its quota of 
unemployed. 

‘In addition to “others the employ- 
ers’ association and builders’ exchanges 
have been carrying on a special cam- 
palgn in Britain to produce just such 
a condition with {ts Inevitable result in 
lowered.wages and longer hours. This 
Is undisguisedly their objective as has 
been voiced at their, conventions. 

“Nhere. are more ‘tradesmen and 
mechanics jn(Canada today than can 
ever hope. to get employment .at their 
various trades, and these will be driven 
to scramble with the unskilled men 
for whatever rough work there may be 
doing. during the summer, From: the 
cities the congress officers are In re- 
celpt of continued complaints in regard 
to over-crowding, and the outlook for 
this autumn- and> winter Js becoming 
serious. : i

Will be Fourth International Congress—Medical Inspection 
of Schools Will be Discussed, Also School Lunches 
and ‘Fresh Air’ Schools. ~ 


The fourth International Congress 
On School Hygiene, to be held at Buf- 
falo, August 25-30, will mark the 
greatest adyanoe {In school hygiene that 
the work has eyen seen. Eyer since 
the first congress on school hygiene 
was held in Nuremberg, in 1904, in- 
terest in the welfare of coming gener- 


ations has been rapidly increasing, un- 
til the whole civilized world is now 
alert to its responsibilities, and there 
will be present at the fourth inter- 
national congress on school hygiene in 
Buffalo, in August, a vast assemblage 
of teachers, investigators, physiclans 
dentists, sanitarians and other public- 
spirited citizens from every quarter of 
the globe. 

That there is great need for such 
a gathering as this fourth international 
congress, statistics prove. In some 
few cities.a fairly good system of 
medical school inspection is in effect, 
but the urgent need of extending 
efficient medical school inspection 
throughout the individual com- 
munities is very apparent, AS 
shown by reoent investigation. - This 
congress will conclusively prove that 
adequate laws for medical school In- 
spection are needed, and needed badly, 
because it-has practically demonstrated 
that vastly improved health conditions 
among school children follow efficient 
medical inspection; that. they ate, to a 
zreater extent, safeguarded from dis- 
ease, hence are healthier, happler, 
more yigorous and thereby better: fitted 
for good citizenship. S
